The  New  Administration. 

There  are  always  to  be  found,  in  country 
Tillages  as  well  as  large  towns,  a  class  wf 
croakers  who  as  naturally  take  to  fault¬ 
finding  and  censorious  criticism  of  public 
affairs  and  public  men  as  ducks  do  to 
▼niter.  Ia  Bloomfield  we  happen  to  be 
blessed  with  something  of  the  sort  iu  the 
-  newspaper  line— which  appears  to  have  de- 
"Wred  solid  satisfaction  or  nourishment  from 
its  stated  patchings  into  our  town  official* 
during  the  past  year.  It  was  reasonably  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  general  attack  upon  asses¬ 
sor.  collector,  clerk,  and  town  committee 
just  before  the  election  would  have  sufficed 
for  a  while,  but  not  so  I  Already  the  same 
meddlesome  policy  has  been  inaugurated 
in  regard  to  the  incoming  administra¬ 
tion,  evon  before  the  gentlemen  composing 
it  have  bad  time  to  qualify  in  office.  We 
hare  been  shown  a  copy  of  the  sheet  referred 
to,  in  which  partizan  popularity  or  ag¬ 
grandizement  is  vainly  sought  after  by  pub¬ 
lishing  a  calumnious  report  that  at  the  lute 
election  a  “puree”  was  furnished  from  a 
“certain  quarter/’  to  influence  and  control 
roUrs  ;  that  gsnthmien  “hitherto  above 
suspicion”  hud  resovtwl  to  deceit  to  secure 
the  deposit  of  ballots  “not  wished  or  intend¬ 
ed  by  the  voter”  Then,  further  along,  uf- 
ter  acknowledging  the  result  of  the  election 
io  a  gingerly  way,  a  mean  slur  is  thrown  out 
that  “the  elected  ticket  does  not  include  our 
best  men,”  etc. 

Now  all  this  is  as  ill-advised  and  indiscreet 
as  it  is  ungenerous  and  wicked.  Support 
and  subscribers  are,  wo  notice,  still  wanted, 
but  by  thus  scattering  abroad  a  slanderous 
aspersion  that  money  purchases  voters  in 
Bloomfield,  a  singular  method  is  taken  to 
secure  them.  Such  insinuations,  tesides 
their  personal  nature,  are  grossly  insult¬ 
ing  to  the  whole  town.  But  we  liam’t, 
time  to  give  gratuitous  advice  about

Essex  County  Grand  Jury. 

T.ie  Grand  Jury  concluded  theii  labors 
and  made  a  presentment  on  Saturday, which 
appears  to  be  a  somewhat  cumbrous  docu¬ 
ment.  It  begins  by  calling  attention  to  the 
;  pr^valenc?  of  intemperance  and  consequent 
crime,  and  tho  question  is  pertinently  ask¬ 
ed,  “Is  the  law  deficient  in  power,  or  is  it 
a  lax  exocotion  of  tbs  law  ?”  Touching  up¬ 
on  the  citv  government,  ground  is  taken 
that  the  aldermen  should  be  remunerated 
for  their  services,  on  account  of  the  temp¬ 
tation  to  “make  something”  by  their  office. 
To  quote  from  the  presentment,  “it  is  ex¬ 
pecting  too  much  from  human  nature  that 
the  Alderman  who  appoints  commissioners 
and  other  officers,  defines  their  duties  and 
pavs  their  salaries,  should  not  arrange  some 
portion  to  com©  unto  him,  seeing  that 
though  he  “pays  others,  himself  he  cannot 
par,”  except  by  some  sharp  practice  too 
shuperv  for  the  grasp  of  the  law.  Another 
great  cause  of  these  troubles  is  r  That  the 
law  in  this  city  has  conferred  a  power  which 
has  proved  oppressive  by  the  method  of  its 
administration,  the  reckless  manner  and  ex¬ 
tent  of  its  improvements,  and  the  helpless¬ 
ness  of  the  citizen#  to  resist  them.  The 
owners  of  property  in  a  given  section  should 
be  the  best  judges  of  their  own  needs,  and 
when  they  require  improvements  by  the 
citv  let  two-thirds  or  three-fifths  apply  to

Geology  oi  New  Jersey. 

We  are  indebted  to  H«*n.  Mow*  E.  Hal¬ 
sey  for  a  copy  of  the  Geological  Survey  and 
Map  of  Northern  New  Jersey,  recently  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  State  Geologist,  Prof.  Geo. 
H.  Cook.  This  map  shows  the  location  of 
the  various  rocks  of  the  State,  from  the  sand 
stone  and  trap-rock  of  our  eastern  district 
westward  and  northward  through  the  crys¬ 
talline  or  Azoic  regions,  which  abound  in 
mineral  wealth.  Colors  are  used  to  desig¬ 
nate  the  various  belts  of  rock,  thus  convey¬ 
ing  a  distinct  and  vivid  idea  of  their  loca¬ 
tion.  All  the  cities,  towns  and  villages 
throughout  the  northern  part  of  the  State 
appear,  together  with  other  topographical 
features,  roads  streams  ond  railways.  There 
is  a  columnar  section  by  which  it  is  seen 
that  New  Jersey  has  the  formations  of  all 
ftges  except  the  coal  beariug,  or  carbon¬ 
iferous  There  is  also  given  a  section  across 
ths  State,  showing  the  countiy  in  elevation 
with  the  rock  formations  as  they  occur. 

Iu  Prof.  Cook’s  report  it  appears  that  the 
iron  ores  of  our  Azoic  region  have  been 
mined  almost  ever  since  the  English  sel¬ 
lers  came  into  the  State.  Gov.  Robert

“Tho  development  of  our  resources  is  to 
a  large  extent  dependent  on  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  good  roads.  The 
first  centres  of  growth  of  our  State, 

which  has  been  so  rapid  for  the  last  few 
years,  were  places  where  there  were  good 
roads,  and  since  then  tho  progTes#  of  im¬ 
provements  has  been  inaugurated  by  the 
making  of  dry  and  solid  highways.  Any 
place  with  bad  roads,  or  those  which  are 
unfit  for  rapid  driving  or  for  heavy  traffic 
any  part  of  the  year,  cannot  thrive.  No  man

Therefore  there  are  times 
when  the  town  committeeman  needs  de¬ 
fense  and  encouragement  as  well  as  criti¬ 
cism.  We  don’t  propose  to  palliate  or 
excuse  any  short-comings,  but  rimll  regu¬ 
larly,  os  heretofore,  attend  the  stated  ses¬ 
sions  83  reporter,  and  perform  the  duty 
fairly  both  for  the  town  officers  and  for  the 
people  they  represent. 

Mr.  E.  O.  Beaman's  illustrated  lecture 
last  week  in  the  Presbyterian  church  was 
extremely  interesting,  the  large  audience 
room  being  well-filled.  Financially,  it  was 
a  suocess  for  the  Sunday  School,  for  which 
it  netted  over  seventy  dollars.  The  exhi¬ 
bition  comprised  a  large  number  of  photo¬ 
graphic  views,enlarged  by  the  stereopticon 
and  displayed  upon  ft  large  screen.  The 
wonders  of  the  Yellowstone  ;  the  stupen¬ 
dous  canyons  of  Green  River  and  the  Colo¬ 
rado  ;  the  rude  but  wondrous  architecture 
of  the  Indians  of  the  desert  ;  the  unparallel¬ 
ed  beauties  of  the  Yosemite,  all  furnished 
abundant  material  for  a  most  interesting 
exhibition.  The  lectura  itself  abounded 
with  narrative  and  gave  a  vivid  idea  of  the 
adventures  of  Major  Powell’s  exploring  par¬ 
ty.  Nothing  short  of  being  with  “the  artist 
on  the  spot,”  could  give  one  a  better  idea  of 

the  marvelous  realities  of  our  far  Western 
country  than  this  exhibition  of  Mr.  Bea¬ 
man's,”

many  a  poor  person  from  nearly  freezing  to 
death  as  has  been  the  case  during  the  paid 
winter.
